Washington, Nov. 19.— In an epoch- 
making decision in tho so-called ‘‘bath­ 
tub trust case” the supreme court of 
the United States laid down the broad 
principle that there can be no monop­ 
oly in the unpatented product of a 
patented 
machine without violating 
the Sherman anti trust law. 
Justice 
McKenna delivered 
the 
unanimous 
opinion of the court. 
In accordance with this doctrine the 
court struck down as illegal the '‘li­ 
cense agreements” by which manufac­ 
turers of 85 per cent of the enameled 
Ironware in the United States were 
bound together in combination. 
The 
license agreements allowed the manu­ 
facturers to use a patented dredger, 
but only on condition that they abide 
by an attached price list, would not 
sell to Jobbers who bought from inde­ 
pendents, would not sell in certain 
territory and would not sell "seconds.’

"There arc no fewer than 2,000.00® 
cave dwellers in France,"

"Whether you travel north, 
south, east or west, you xviii find toes* 
curious imitations of the homes of 
primitive man 
They stretti] for fully 
seventy m iles along the valley of tbs 
Loire, from Blois to Saumur, and as 
the train proceeds you can catch a 
glim pse from time to time, of their 
picturesque entrances, surrounded by 
flowers and verdure. As likely rn ti ct 
you will sec the inhabitants staudlog 
or sitting in front of their mysterious 
looking caverns, and unless you hay# 
learned the contrary, you will be in. 
dined to imagine that th e / posses* 
some of the characteristic! 
of the 
troglodytes of old, and 
that 
their 
hom es are mere dens. 
Not so, as yon 
will find on visiting them.
